France did 
not worry about it when she invaded the 
Ruhr; the Turks laugh at it, and even 
Spain has been conducting a considerable 
war during the past few years without 
having given a moment's thought to the 
Covenant, The fact cannot be burked. 
In every case of international dispute 
during the past few years where there has 
been the slightest danger of an armed 
conflict the first-class Powers have nego- 
tiated with one another directly, and 
nobody in his senses doubts that they will 
continue this method of procedure in the 
future. The coup de grace is likely to be 
given to the League’s political activities 
when Mr. Austen Chamberlain telle the 
Council at Geneva next week that the 
British Empire will have nothing te do 
with the Protocol.
